BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - 


More than 80f) University of 
California students staged an 
all - night sit - in inside the 
school's administration building 
until they were arrested en 
'" masse today by highway patrol 


officers, police from nearby cit- 
ies and sheriff's deputies. 


A phalanx of police cordoned 


off the buildings—Sproul Hail- 
to sympathizers and onlookers 
massed during the early morn- 
ing hours. Other officers took 
students—some protesting limp- 
ly—to buses waiting to carry 
the rebels to the county prison 


^ farm. More than 100 police of- 


ficers were involved. 


The students refused Chan- 


cellor Edward Strong's plea 
that they disperse peacefully. 
The young men and women had 
gathered,in Sproul Hall to pro- 
test the administration's refus- 
al that they give in to demands 
that charges be dropped against 
four students. 


The students are leaders of 


IP the Free Speech 
Movement 


which has 
been 
demanding 


"full political rights" on the 
c a m p u s . The acknowledged 
leader of the movement, Mario 
Savio, was among those carted 
away to jail on the first bus. 


The arrests were ordered by 


Gov. Edmund G. Brown shortly 
after midnight. 


The university had charged 


I Savio and three others — Art 


Goldberg, his sister Jackie, and 
Brian Turner — with violating 
university rules forbidding on- 
caitipus membership and fund

gariizations.

The first is to get out altogeth- 


er, turning over South Viet Nam 
to the Communists. 


The second alternative — the 


one which has been followed up 
to now — is to shore up the Sai- 
gon government with money, 
supplies, arms and advisers, in 
the hope that Saigon will one 
day be able to hold its own. 


The third is to move into the 


fight directly with U.S. combat 
troops and a frontal attack on 
North Viet Nam or even Com- 
munist China. 


The first alternative and all 


its variations, including neutral- 
ization of South Viet Nam, have 
been rejected by both the Ken- 
nedy and Johnson administra-1 
tions. 


Hopes of winning by the sec- 


ond method anpear increasingly 
forlorn. The Saigon government 
appears less capable of holding 
its own than it was io years ago 
when South Viet Nam became 
independent of France as the 
indirect result of a smashing 
Communist victory at Dien Bien

Faubus Budget 
Greater Than 
Cash Available 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Orval E. Faubus presented his 
construction 
program 
to the 


Legislative Council today and 
his spending suggestions totaled 
at least $1,709,000 more than the 
amount which apparently will be 
available. 


The construction fund was set 


by the comptroller's office last 
week at 7 $million, of which $3.5 
million is allocated for construc- 
tion at institutions 
of higher 


learning under existing law. 


Faubus' suggestions involved 


only 
non-college 
construction 


(and its figures totaled $5,209,000. 
He said he was not sure where 
cuts would be made if more 
money is not found for the con- 
struction fund. 


But Faubus said he is not in- 


clined to dip into the colleges' 
share of the funds in order to 
complete his other program. 


Faubus recommended that the 


State Hospital get $1 million for 
a construction of regional treat- 
ment centers and $395,000 to 
complete the construction pro- 
gram at the Little Rock unit. 


He allocated $1 million to the 


Children's Colony and $1 million 
for construction of four new vo- 
cational schools. All of this mon- 
ey, he said, would be eligible for 
matching federal funds on a 50- 
50 basis so the state money 
would provide for twice as much 
construction as would be possi- 
ble if only state money were 
used.

LB j Asserts 
Very Little 
in 1st Year

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson, far more wrapped 
up in home problems than for- 
eign ones, has had a year to 
prepare himself for asserting 
world leadership. 


He has asserted very little of 


it yet in any truly visible way. 
Just because his foreign experi- 
ence is limited, it remains to bo 
seen how good he is in this field, 
or if he is good at all. 


At this moment American for- 


eign leadership is beginning to 
look a little beat up and tat- 
tered. Two good examples: the 
disintegrating war in Viet Nam 
and this country's rickety NATO 
alliance with the West Euro- 
peans. 


But he must prove himself 


soon, for time is running out on 
lim. 


Today two of his biggest im- 


mediate problems were in his 
lap, seeking solution: What to 
do about the Soviet Union in the 
United Nations and how to win 
the Vietnamese war or at least 
not lose it in total disaster. 


Perhaps in his first year, 


when he had simply inherited 
the presidency, Johnson was 
reluctant to be pushy in foreign 
affairs, wondering if he could 
claim the full endorsement of 
the nation. 


He can have no such reluc- 


ance now after the approval he 
got in his landslide election vic- 
tory. 


He has provided none of the 


sense of life and movement that 
distinguished President John F. 
Kennedy in foreign affairs, even 
when he accomplished little or 
blundered, as he did in the Cu- 
ban invasion disaster of 1961. 


In time the action and good- 


will Kennedy put into foreign 
affairs may be considered his 
greatest 
contribution to 
the 


presidency. At the same lime, 
he was no match for Johnson in 
getting programs through Con- 
gress. 


Johnson, as President 
since 


Kennedy's 
death, 
necessarily 


nas had final say in this coun- 
try's foreign decisions. But they 
have had none of Kennedy's 
shine if only for the reason that 
while Kennedy acted 
in 
full 


view of the nation and the world 
with his decisions and his pro- 
grams, Johnson has called the 
shots most of the time from off- 
stage and out of view, using 
aides as emissaries. 


Since that fatal Nov. 22, 1963, 


in Dallas, Johnson seems to 
have had three main occupa- 
tions, all of them domestic: get- 
ting 
programs 
through Con- 


gress, running for election, and 
in the weeks since then at his 
Texas ranch getting his 1965 
budget and programs ready or 
the Congress returning in Janu- 
ary. 


In his first year Kennedy put 


the Peace Corps in motion, 
stepped up the Vietnamese war, 
ordered the resumption of nu- 
clear tests after the Soviet Un- 
ion broke the test-ban moratori- 
um, met .with :the then Soviet 
premier, :Nikita Khrushchev, in 
Viertna, with French President 
Charles de Gaulle' in Paris and 
with then British Prime Minis- 
ter Harold Macmillan in Lon- 
don.

Johnson inherited a bad situa- 
tion in Viet Nam, but it has 
steadily 
been getting worse. 


Just a few weeks before he took 
office, 
President 
Ngo 
Dinh 


Diem was assassinated and a 
new 
government 
took 
over. 


Since then, one regime after an- 
other has been toppled. 


Meanwhile, the Communist 


guerrillas of North Viet Nam 
have been making hash of the 
resistance put up by the Ameri- 
can-backed South Vietnamese, 
who at this minute seem to be 
falling apart. 


Now the American ambassa- 


dor to Saigon, Maxwell D. Tay- 
lor, is home to confer with John- 
son today on how to win or at 
least escape disaster. Defeat 
may mean the loss of all of 
Southeast Asia to Red China. 


The decisions Johnson makes 


now will be fateful. 


Today at the United Nations, 


'.his country faced a showdown, 
unless an escape or some other 
solution is found. The reason: 


the Soviet Union's refusal to pay 
its share, $52.6 million, of the 
world 
organization's 
peace- 


keeping costs. 


Under U.N. rules a member 


that doesn't pay its dues can't 
vote. This could m e a n the 
threatened to walk out if it can't 
vote. This coul d mean 
the 


smash-up of the United Nations 
unless some way out is found. 


Relations among the NATO 


Allies are increasingly rocky. 
The United States isn't solving 
anything. Even its proposals to 
defend Europe with a 25-vesscl 
fleet armed with Polaris nu- 
clear missiles has bogged down. 


Johnson's order to use Ameri- 


can planes in rescuing hostages 
held by Congo rebels has caused 
a storm. And with Khrushchev 
thrown out, 
Johnson 
doesn't, 


know what to expect from his 
suec'ossors in the Kremlin.

Death Penalty 
Abolished in 
Many States

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Babylonians drowned 
murder- 


ers; the Israelites stoned Sab- 
bath breakers; the Assyrians 
impaled the guilty; the Romans 
had an extra-special 
way of 


dealing with citizens who mur- 
dered close relatives. 


They sewed the victim up in a 


sack with a dog, a cock, a viper 
and an ape. Then the sack was 
cast into the sea or river. 


Last 
year 
in the 
United 


states, 21 men were put to death 
jy legal authorities in entirely 
egal ways. Six were gassed, 13 
were electrocuted and two were 
langcd. The youngest was an 
18-year-old Negro in Georgia; 
,he oldest a 55-year-old white 
man in Arizona. 


The crimes they committed 


are recognized universally as 
leinous: murder, rape and kid- 
naping. But, in this century — 
and there are notable excep- 
tions — that's the way more and 
more Americans, like people all 
over the world, are viewing the 
death penalty. 


Last March, the Kentucky 


House voted to abolish capital 
punishment. Although the bill 
died in the Senate, that's the 
first time the perennial measure 
had traveled that far. 


Early this month, voters in 


Oregon approved a law to take 
the death penalty for murder 
out of the state constitution. 
When Gov. Mark Hatfield pro- 
claims the vote — he immedi- 
ately commuted to life the death 
sentences of three condemned 
slayers — the death penalty will 
be dead in Oregon.

Pursuit Seeks 
500 Hostages 
in the Congo

LEOPOLDVILLE, the Congo 


(AP) 
— A mercenary-led gov- 


ernment column penetrated fur- 
ther into the northeast Congo 
today in pursuit of rebels be- 
lieved holding 500 whites as hos- 
tages. They found five more 
dead Europeans. 


The rebels reportedly fled to 


Watsa, near the Sudanese bor- 
der, as a government force of 30 
mercenaries and 200 Congolese 
soldiers neared Bunia, 350 miles 
east of Stanleyville. 


Bunia had a white population 


of 250, most of them Greeks, but 
the Congolese army found only 
two Roman 
Catholic priests 


there. The rebels were believed 
to have taken the other whites 
with them to join hostages al- 
ready at Watsa.

Fog Shrouds 
U.S. Plans

Defectors

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 


European-born U.S. soldiers 
who defected to the Soviet Un- 
ion more than four years ago 
were disclosed today to have 
had prior connections with the 
Soviet secret police. 


The two, both World War II 


displaced persons, were sta- 
tioned In West Germany with 
U.S. 
Army units wb^n they 


ovpr to tha Russians 
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19PA Thfir defection 'and ide^ti- 
their prior connection with the 
ties were disclosed then, but not 
Soviet secret police. 


One was Vladimir Sloboda, a 


native of the Ukraine, who is 
now 37. The other was Joseph 
Dutkanicz, a native of Poland 
who died a year ago today at 
the age of 37. 


Their 
defection was men- 


tioned two months ago in the 
Warren Commission's report on 
the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy. 


In discussing Soviet defection 


procedures — Lee Harvey Os- 


wald, Kennedy's assassin, had 
defected to the Soviet Unjpn aft- 
er leaving the U.S. Marine 
Corps — the commission report 
quoted the Central intelligence 
Agency: 


"Two defectors from U.S. 


Army intelligence units in West 
Germany appeared 
to have 


been given citizenship immedi- 
ately, but both had prior KGB 
(Russian secret police) connec- 
tions and fled as a result of 
Army security checks." 


The CIA did not identify the 


two defectors in the Warren re- 
port. 


The Associated Press asked 


the Army for their names and 
records. Now, two months later, 
the Army — after consulting 
with the CIA — reports the de- 
fectors referred to by the CIA 
and the two who crossed over in 
the summer of 1960 ar e the 
same. 


Sloboda .has made broadcasts 


denouncing 
the United States 


and "has also written articles 
for the Soviet press which follow 
the Soviet propaganda line," the 
Army said. He now lives in 


Lvov, .ft former Polish city now 
part of the Soviet Union. 


Dutkanicz worked In a televi- 


sion factory before he died in 
Lvov, the Army said. 


After their defection, the Rus- 
sians quoted Sloboda and Diit- 
kanicz as saying they acted 
partly out of revulsion against 
U2 plane flights over the Soviet 
Union. This was shortly after 
Francis Gary Powers was shot 
down over the Soviet Union 
while on a U2 flight. 


The Army supplied no details 


on how, where or when the two 
men had had connections with 
the Soviet secret police. 


Its summary, 
furnished to 


The Associated Press, said Slo- 
boda was born in Podkamien in 
the Ukraine and during World 
War II was sent to Germany as 
a forced laborer. After the war, 
he spent time in a displaced 
persons camp in Germany, emi- 
grated to England, and then 
returned to Germany where he 
enlisted in the U.S. Army in 
1953.

Goldwater said the meeting 


originally had been scheduled 
for next Thursday at Eisen- 
hower's 
office at Gettysburg, 


Pa., but had to b;e delayed be- 
cause of Nixon's.trip to Japan. 
He, added, however, he hopes it 
can be fitted into the schedules 
of all three principals before his. 
return to Arizona next week, 


Goldwater made it clear he 


Would encourage the formation 
of Hie kind of advisory council 
suggested by some GOP gover- 
nors and other party leaders to 
bring all factions into the for- 
mation of future party policy. 


"I, tried to get Milton Eisen- 


hower's group to continue its 
work," he said. "I thought they 
were making some headway." 


Eisenhower, brother of the 


former president and head of 
Johns Hopkins University, is 
chairman of the 
Republican 


Critical Issues 
Council. The 


council, a panel of leading Re- 
publicans, issued GOP policy 
statements through special task 
forces during the recent presi- 
dential campaign. 


Goldwater remained adamant 


in his opposition to the replace- 
ment of Republican National 
Chairman Dean Burch, his per- 
sonal choice for the job after the 
San Francisco nominating con- 
vention. 


"They are not going to throw 


Burch 
out," he said, "They

This opposition by the presi- 


dential nominee to any replace- 
ment of the national chairman 
at this time was concurred in by 
congressional Republican lead- 
ers who 'think it is too early to 
take such drastic action. 


Goldwater said he regards

; with an amendment to permit

increasing the property tax.

The Municipal League has 


prepared a brochure with some 
telling arguments in support of 
its case.

Be Delayed 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - State 


W e l f a r e Commissioner Jim 
Phillips says the federal food 
stamp programs for Pulaski 
and Phillips counties wilt not go 
into operation until after Jan. 1. 


The state department has sub- 


mitted an operating plan to the 
Agriculture Department. It is 
based on the department's ex- 
perience with the program in 
the past 18 months in Independ- 
ence County. 


Pulaski and Phillips counties 


recently were designated by the 
federal government to partici- 
pate in the plan, in which,wel- 
fare recipients get s t a m p s 
which they may trade for food, 
rather than surplus commodi- 
ties. 


Phillips said that once the 


Welfare Department's plan is 
approved by the Agriculture De- 
partment, it will take four to 
six weeks to train personnel to 
administer the program, certify 
stores to be used for the stamps, 
and make arrangements with 
banks to handle the stamps.

They are asking specifically 


for three per cent of the first 
$120 million and 10 per cent of 
revenue over $120 million. 


This is the only point op which 


Faubus and the league disagree.' 
The governor, goes along with a 
percentage deal but he isn't, 
ready to give "the cities the pe'r- 
centage they want. 


The Municipal League esti- 


mates that the 3-10 percentage 
formula would give the cities 
$4,823,000 a year from general 
revenues during the next bien- 
nium. They now receive $2,840,- 
000 a year. 


Besides more money, the cit- 


ies want from the 1965 legisla- 
ture: 


A law fixing the term of ma- 


yors in all first class cities at 
four years. 


A law making it more diffi- 


cult for areas a city may want 
to annex to incorporate as a 
new city. Specifically they want 
new incorporations barred with- 
in three miles of a city's limits. 


A law providing for election 


of all city officials in even num- 
bered years and elimination of 
primaries for city elections. 


The legislature is likely to go
